Frank J. Paliea killed himself about 


-3:.in o'clock this morning by 
leaping 


from a second story window at his home 
corner of West and Geneva streets. 
In 


the fall his leg was broken, skull frac- 
tured high on 'ihe forehead and internal 
injuries were sustained. 


When the report gained 
circulation 


there was great surprise in business cir- 
cles, for the reason that it was not be- 
lieved the condition of Mr. Palica was so 
serious as reported a few days ago, as 
lie had become better and the opinion 
prevailed that he would get out in a day 
or two, but during last night he had 
relapse, becoming delirious and 
making it necessary for men to 
him. 


It was on Monday of this week that 


a bad cold which Mr. Palica had con- 
tracted, developed into acute congestion 
of the brain, which later became a 'type 
of mild insanity, -and then ihe man be- 
came, violent and it required the efforts 
of three or four men to take care of him. 
Dr. Wheeler was summoned and prescrib- 
ed and ho became again rational. 


It was not for a great length of time, 


however, and lodges of which Mr. Pal- 
ica was a member, were notified and set 
men to watch him constantly. 
When 


'{.hey left him for a few moments he would 
escape from the room, go to the cellar 
and insist oil working and settling 
his 


goods, having moved the 
Mystic Oil 


business therein. 


Last night Mr. Palica became unusual- 


ly wild and ran -abou't the house and 
neighborhood in a frantic manner, tear- 
ing things to pieces and it could be seen 
he was hopelessly insaue. John Sodom-

•were watching him and managed to keep 
him in his room a good part of the time 
Early this morning Mr. Palica ordered 
the men from the room a few moments 
and 'they withdrew.

Later on, wossiblj _ siitc^u years ugo, 


he entered the employe of M. M. Secor, 
and became the confidential bookkeeper 
uf that gentleman, who conducted 'the 
large trunk factory. 
The two men dis- 


agreed and Mr. Sccor demanded an in- 
vestigation of the books. Experts were 
secured, but two of the most important 
books disappeared and the matter never 
amounted to anything. 


About a. year later an effort was made 


to take the life of Mr. Secor, a bomb 
being placed in the carriageway of his 
Fifth yard home.

KENOSHA, April 30.—Judge Slosgon 


of the county court handed down a de- 
cision yesterday .morning in the matter 
of the new state inheritance tax law. 
The court holds that the estates of all 
people who died previous to March 31 
are not taxable under the law. 


Many estates in this county arc af- 


fected by the ruling, among the largest 
being the estate of the late J. H'..Kim- 
ball valued at $aO,000; that of Lewis 
Bain valued at $50,000: William Stanley 
with a value of $75,000; Mrs. Julia Mal- 
lory with a value of 335,000: Mrs. Lu- 
ciuda Bass^tt valued at $30.000; William 
Engcl valued at $40,000; and a host of 
estates ranging iu value from 
six 
to 


twenty-five thousand 
dollars. All 
of 


these estates arc in process of settle- 
ment, and if the letter of the law were 
carried out till of them might fall under 
the law and be forced to pay the taxes 
demanded by the statute. 


All of these estates would have been 


forced to have paid some tax. and in. 
many eases the tax would have amount- 
ed to almost five per cent of the. entire 
estate. The estates of Lucinda Bassett 
and William Engcl would have been es- 
pecially affected by the law, as in these 
cases the property was given to people 
who were not near of kin. 


The total amount of tnx which might 


have been collected from these different 
estates would have amounted to about 
$6,000.

Sonic cities have taken 
action in this matter and all should fol- 
low. 
If we are to banish consumption, 


or materially rescue its ravages, people 
must learn how to live properly and the 
,-tate too must take action upon the 
lines of curative institutions or sanitar-

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PROTECTING THE PUBLIC. 


There is one way to control the prices 


charged the public by corporations of 
a quasi-public nature and corporations 
possessing franchises and that is for the 
iaw to step in and compel a compliance 
•with established legal rates. Every year 
the public through its legislators give 
away franchises of enormous value for 
little or nothing, and in one franchise 
granted lately in an eastern city with a 
nominal consideration, its value to the 
corporation receiving it is 
placed by 


themselves at $20,000.000. That muni- 
cipal and state or national authorities 
possess the authority to fix the prices to 
be charged the- public admits of no ques- 
tion. That they are not fixed properly 
is because the rights of citizens are not 
considered as they should 
be. It 
is 


through the excessive rates charged the 
people that many of our 
corporations 


have been enabled to largely water then 
stocks, conceal their enormous dividends 
by various devices and increase 
their 


stock with the very money improperly 
taken from the people. 


Does any one question but what the 


great increases in capital stock of 
the 


telephone companies for instance were 
made to conceal the immense profits. As 
as instam'O of this is given the late in- 
crease of $100.000,000 stock of the Amer- 
ican Telephone company. Secrecy has at- 
taeh,ed,»o the proceeding's to .such extent 
'that the belief is general this increase has 
been necessary for the purpose of divid- 
ing up die tremendous profits among the 
stockholders. Yet in every city the peo- 
ple are fleeced by robbing methods in the 
excessive prices charged the consumers. 
Chicago has made a stab at decreasing 
the rates, but even the proposed decrease 
left enough 'ho rob the people in a little 
less degree, not a great deal. The courts 
were resorted to of course and so far the 
people pay and look 
pleasant, 
though 


there is a possibility in the end of the 
telephone pcop'e cutting 
down 
their 


scale of robbery some per cent. 


That the old line telephone companies 


centralized in Boston have made enor- 
mous fortunes from very little real cup- 
ital is seen in the fact that independent 
telephone companies have readily earn- 
ed comfortable dividends from material- 
ly less charges and against the odds of 
no outside connections. Electric Light 
companies especially through this com- 
plex system of charging and their pe- 
culiar system of discount are enabled to 
do precisely as they are minded and com- 
plaints from tho public are received with 
complacency since 
the 
public 
receive 


scant attention and no municipal corpor- 
ation control to compel regulation in the 
matter of charges. 
Consumers of elec- 


tricity for example, arc at the mercy of 
the corporation and in all cases 
are 


compelled to pay up and look pleasant if 
they can. 


It is for this reason the

concluding state control of all corpora- 
tions enjoying franchises and the right 
of eminent domain is imperatively nec- 
essary.

Thus we should not 
be excluded from the same privileges of 
trade and commerce as any other coun- 
try. We conld not possibly do any more 
and be consistent with ourselves. A dif- 
ferent ease would unquestionably lead 
to Europe seeking advantages upon this 
continent we will be very unwilling to 
roncede. -Our diplomats understand their 
business and are not at all likely to make 
anv mistakes.

Medicine is not 
the only neccssar3', and since it has been 
discovered sunshine, exercise, abundance 
of milk, fatty foods and vegetables hold 
a place in the program of cure, sanitar- 
iums are a coming necessity in every 
state. Wisconsin will have one before a 
great while, and the initiatory effort was 
made this last winter, though nothing 
was done beyond calling the attention of 
the people to the good work a state san- 
itarium could do. In the next session 
more effective work will be done towards 
securingtthe passage of a sufficient appro- 
priation. The state has a number of in- 
stitutions, every one of 
which 
coste 


money to operate, but it has not one in- 
stitution wherein humanity may secure 
a fresh start, a humanity ravaged by dis- 
ease, the most dreadful tlie world has 
ever known. In all our large cities hun- 
dreds of cases originate constantly, the 
number in New York city at one time 
being stated by the health authorities 
at one hundred a week. The same pro- 
portion must prevail in a majority of 
cities and towns. 


But people are learning how better' to 


live. They are learning that a consump- 
tive necessarily does cot have to give up 
all hope. They have learned that very 
often a change in climate alone is of 
benefit, but above all they are learning 
better ways of living, healthy, but plain 
foods, proper exercise, and.abundance of 
fresh air and being1 in the sunshine will 
banish in the first place the germs of 
the disease, that is the germs will b: un- 
able to secure an entrance. There is no 
more effective agent in assisting to east 
out the germs or render them nugitory 
than the banishment of expectoration in 
public places, that is in public halls, on 
the floors, on the sidewalks, on the floors 
of street cars. Some cities have taken 
action in this matter and all should fol- 
low. If we are to banish consumption, 
or materially rescue its ravages, people 
must learn how to live properly and the 
state too must take action upon the 
lines of curative institutions or sanitar- 
iums.

a judgment may be had against the body 
in case of not being paid, and thus in- 
volve naturally the imprisonment of the 
victim. 


But this is by no means unknown in 


the United States. • It has been popular- 
ly supposed imprisonment for debt was 
long ago extinguished, but as a fact it is 
not true. Every once in a while records 
are made of people being jailed for debt 
and Illinois is one of those states in 
which from reports this is the case. If

A POLITICAL QUESTION. 


The supreme court holds it cannot in- 


terfere wherein colored voters in south- 
ern states have been disfranchised on the 
ground the. question was political. Three 
judges, Justices Brewer, Harlan and 
Brown, dissented. No discussion of the 
case concerned, Giles vs. Mongomery 
County, Alabama, registry board, .was 
had, that is'as to the merits of the mat- 
ter, nor did the court dwell upon its rea- 
sons for declaring the doctrine of non- 
jurisdiction. 


But it may be asked if 'it is a political 


question, that if denied suffrage rights 
conferred 
by the 
constitution, 
then 


wherein is their authority to enforce the 
federal constitution. 


There are cases in which a political 


question is involved as that of the Alas- 
kan contention some years ago, but here 
is. a case where a right to vote was de- 
nied, not because of an educational qual- 
ification alone, but because 
the same 


clause in the new state constitution gave 
the suffrage right to whites in the no- 
torious grandfather provision 
and did 


not require from them this test. 


But the court having so decided it is 


now certain no southern state or any 
state will be interfered with, no matter 
if the suffrage right be taken away by 
the wholesale. It 
devolves now upon 


congress to carry out the constitutional 
requirements and compel each state to 
conform its number of congressmen to 
the number of voters deprived of the suf- 
frage right. That is the deprived shall 
not be included in making up the con- 
gressional apportionment or representa- 
tion of the state. 


TWO EDGEU BOYCOTTS. 


If the Omaha Business Men's associa- 


tion desires to 
boycott a restaurant 


keeper because of displeasure at his ae- 
cecding to the demands of a labor union, 
it is of course their privilege to cease 
patronizing him, but it is not their priv- 
ilege to refuse to sell him goods or to in- 
terfere with others wishing to patronize 
him. 
That boycotts have 
two 
edged 


points is too well recognized to dispute 
but that the boycotters can resort to 
illegal methods is seriously disputed by 
every orderly disposed citizen. There- 
fore the course of this Omaha Business 
Men's association, in refusing 
to 
sell 


goods to ones with whom they are dis- 
pleased is against good morals and a cor- 
rect business policy, and 
the 
courts 


should take them in hand. There is no 
sense or reason in finding fault with un- 
ion labor people for resorting to illegal 
methods when business men themselves 
resort to that practice. 
This has been 


further shown in a number of combines 
where those not in the combine were re- 
fused supplies or at prices which made 
it impossible to do business. It would 
be entirely in order for the union labor 
organisations of Omaha to resort to the 
courts to compel these members of the 
Business Men's association to sell goods 
to this restaurant owner, it. of course be- 
ing understood no one is obliged to sell 
if he does not wish to give credit. 


OHIO POLITICS.

This particular 
objector is Albert Douglas of Chillicothe 
who announces he will be a candidate to 
remain to the end no4 does not care 
to moke a unanimous thing of it for Mr. 
Herrick the candidate of George Cox of 
Cincinnati and the other leaders. 
The 


Cleveland man comes into the field with 
the guaranteed support of Senator H«n- 
na which would seem to clinch the mat- 
ter and very probably it does clinch it 
beyond the possibility of the ends getting 
loosened. 
But Mr. Douglass Js so un- 


wise as to state his candidacy does not 
depend upon Mr. Cox tho 
Republican 


magnate of Cincinnati, that is, he states 
his candidacy is in no wise affected by 
the announcement of Mr. Cox as to the 
decision of Mr. Herrick shall he the can- 
didate so far in advance of the conven- 
tion. If the choice of the senator did not 
clinch it, this remark of Mr. Douglass 
certainly will. 
Herrick however is an 


able man, and quite popular, so in this 
respect the choice of the managers is very 
fortunate. 


That is a rather singular thing coming 


from Indiana. The S,ocial Democrats in 
their state convention endorse Mr. Parry

SPEECH ON CURRENCY. 


QUIXCY, 
111., 
April 
29—President 


Ro;ov«lt stopped hero for about 45 min- 
utes this morning. A large crowd was 
on hand to greet him and amid cheers he 
\vus driven to court house park where he 
delivered a short address. He discussed 
tne question of the currency and said in 
substance: 


"Our currency laws have been recent- 


ly improved by specific declarations in- 
tended to secure permanency of values. 
Hut this does not imply that these Laws 
may not bo still further improved and 
strengthened. It is well night universal- 
ly admitted that our currency system is 
wanting in elasticity; that is, the vol- 
ume does not respond to the varying 
needs of the country us a whole, nor to 
tne varying seeds of different localities. 
Our people scarcely need to be reminded 
that grain raising communities require 
a larger volumnc of currency .it harvest 
time than during the summer months. 
The same principle applies -to every in- 
dustry, to every community. Our cur- 
ronev laws nee'd such modification as will 
insure the parity of every dollar coined 
or issued by the government and such 
expansion and contraction of onr cur- 
rency as will promptly and automatically 
respond to the varying demands of com- 
merce. Permanent 
increases would be 


dangerous; permanent contraction ruin- 
ous, but the needed elasticity must, be 
brought about by provisions which wii 
permit both contraction and expansion 
us the varying needs of the several com- 
munities and business interests ainy re- 
quire."

HOW WISCONSIN IS DISCRIMINATED 


AGAINST. 


MADISON, April 29.—Gov. La Follette 


sent a special message to the legislature 
today upon the freight commission bill. 
It i3 the most exhaustive treatise upon 
Hie subject of railroad freight charges 
ever compiled, comprising 128 pages, 
many of which are devoted to tables con- 
taining comparisons with railroad tar- 
i..s in other states in a way intended 
to refute the statements and arguments 
that were made by railroad men and 
agents before the assembly committee. 


If the legislature of Illinois or Iowa 


have given to the people of those states 
laws which enable them to secure rates 
lower than the Wisconsin rates'for like 
services, the message states, then the 
people of Wisconsin are wronged, and it 
is the duty of the legislature to remedy 
that «rong. These considerations furn- 
ish the strongest reasons for critical ex- 
amination and comparison of transporta- 
tion charges in and between Wisconsin, 
Iowa and Illinois. 


The rates on wood for fuel as shown 


in a comparative table of rates in Wis- 
consin and Iowa show that the Wisconsin 
consumer pays an excess of 15.69 per 
cent. 


A comparison of rates on cattle to Chi- 


cago and .Milwaukee from points in Wis- 
consin, 
distances in both 
cases teiiig 


aooui. the same, shows Milwaukee to pay 
an exeesss of 2.3.0 per cent. 


A comparison of rates on grain from 


points in Iowa to the Mississippi river,

The average rate for 
ten 
classes of 


general merchandise in a comparison of 
rates prevailing in Iowa and Wisconsin 
shows Wisconsin's rate to be IS.66 cents 
per 100 pounds a; against 14.10 cents for 
Iowa, or an excess for Wisconsin of 32.34 
per cert. 


Figured on what is known as the ton- 


mile basis the average rate on general 
merchandise is 2.921 cents for Wisconsin 
and 2.162 cents per ton-mile for Iowa, 
showing an excess or overcharge for Wis- 
consin amounting to 35.11 per cent. 


For agricultural implements there are 


14 comparisons, and the 
average for 


these show that the rates in Wisconsin 
were 6.30 per cent higher than in Iowa. 


A table is presented 
comparing the 


rates to Chicago on wheat, flour, etc., 
and on barley, corn, oats, rye, etc., from 
2.5 points in Wisconsin with the rates 
from an equal number of shipping points 
in Illinois, the distances being the same 
in both cases. As compared the average 
distance is about 156 miles from Chicago. 
For this distance; the average rate on 
the commodities named is 11.08 cents 
per 100 pounds when the shipment or- 
iginates in Wisconsin and 9.03 cents when 
it originates ic Illinois.

ger through the fact that D. S. Ranshaw, 
the telegraph operator at i'oag Station,

SPEECH ON CURRENCY. 


QUINCY, 111., April- 29—President 


Rosevelt stopped here for about 45 min- 
utes this morning. A large crowd was 
on hand to greet him and amid cheers he 
was driven to court house park where he 
delivered a short address. He discussed 
tne question of the currency and said in 
substance: 


"Our currency laws have been recent- 


ly improved by specific declarations in 
tended to secure permanency of values. 
But this does not imply that these laws 
may not be still further improved and 
strengthened. It is well night universal- 
ly admitted that our currency system is 
wanting in elasticity; that is, the vol 
ume does not respond to the varying 
needs of the country as a whole, nor to 
tne varying needs of different localities. 
Our people scarcely need to be reminded 
that grain raising communities require 
a larger volumne of currency ut harvest 
time than during the summer months. 
The same principle applies to every in- 
dustry, to every community. Our cur 
roncy laws need such modification as will 
insure the parity of every dollar coined 
or issued by the government and such 
expansion and contraction of our cur- 
rency as will promptly nnd automatically 
respond to the varying demands o£ com- 
merce. Permanent 
increases would be 


dangerous; permanent contraction ruin- 
ous, but the needed elasticity must be 
brought about by provisions which will 
permit both contraction and expansion 
as the varying needs of the several com- 
munities and business interests may re- 
quire."

P5TROTECHNICAL DISPLAY. 


The sensation of the evening will be 


the ascension of seven great gus balloons 
controlled by experienced aeronauts. At 
a great altitude the operators fire a sa- 
lute of aerial guns. The largest vessel 
drops a huge American Hag in pyrotech- 
nics, 400 feet: long by 200 feet wide. An 
aerial salute of 21 guns greets the ap- 
pearance, of the stars and stripes.

Tennessee grown and the earliness of the 
season for berries there and the ending 
of their season in states further south, 
is given as the cause for the high price. 
The dealers, however, are looking for a 
drop as soon, as the crop in the section 
from where the supply now comes, has 
more fully matured. The • first berries 
on the local market were from Mississ- 
.ppi and Louisiana and during their har- 
vest in those states they sold as lo\y as 
12 cents a .box. Ten and eight cents a 
box is the usual price wnen berries are 
n abundance, and that rate will no 
doubt prevail as soon as the berry-ripen- 
ng time arrives in this state. 
; 


Oranges are stated as being on the ad- 


vance, this being their usual course with 
the approach of warm weather, which, is 
due to the additional expense incurred 
br ice in their shipment to the local mar- 
ket from California and other southern, 
states. In cold weather this precaution 
for the preservation of fruit is not nec- 
essary, consequently a case of oranges, 
which now retail at $4.00, cau then be 
bought fifty cents cheaper. 


Grocers predict that potatoes will take 


a tumble to 25 and 35 cents a bushel. 
The price is still near the high water 
mark, old potatoes, 50; new potatoes $2, 
and as the harvest of tubers is about on 
in the south, it will not be many more 
weeks, according to grocers, before they 
will go way down. 


The price of meats has taken an up- 


ward tendency. Mutton, pork and oth- 
er meats cost the house-wife more than 
tney have paid for many months post. 
Chickens are unusually high. The re- 
tailer^ affected by the raise cannot ac- 
count for it otherwise than as an arbi- 
trary advance by the packing houses. 
Three weeks ago the retailer could pur- 
chase from the packers standard quality 
beef carcasses at a little over 6 cents a 
pound. Yesterday the same meat cost 
S cents. 


'"As soon as the lemonade season is 


here, which follows the sweltering rays 
of the summer sun, lemons will double in 
price," said one grocer today. They are 
selling for 20 cents a. dozen now, and 
usually are steady at that mark morst 
of the year, and hardly ever vary much 
until old Sol gets out in full force. 


On account of the large crops of pine 


apples, raised mostly in Florida and Cu- 
ba, they are cheaper than for a couple 


f years past. Last year they sold for 
S and 20 cents, now they bring only 10 
id 13 cents.
